FREIGHT RATE HIKE 


Agriculture AbleTo 


Stand Increase, He Tells 
I. C. C. at Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—(4)— 
The interstate commerce commission 
was told today that despite low prices 
agriculture can stand an increase in 
freight rates. 

This statement was made by J. J. 
Pelley, president of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford, testifying in 
hearings on the carriers’ petition for 
a 15 per cent increase. — 

Shortly before, William Wolf 
Bikle, chief attorney for the roads, 
had said they found it impossible to 
fix a date on which the proposed in- 


crease might. be abandoned. He sug- 


gested that the commission keep the 
case open, if an increase is granted, 
for any future action that might be 
warranted. Pelley was questioned at 
length after reading his prepared 
statement, by Commissioner Eastman, 
sitting as an observer and State Com- 
missioners Hugh H. White, of Ala- 
bama, and Paul A. Walker, of Okla- 
Loma. To many of their questions he 
answered that he did not know, or 
that traffic departments had asked 
the increases. 

C. E. Elmquist, a Minneapolis at- 
torney, questioned the railroad presi- 
dent after the commissioners had fin- 
ished. 

“Do you know farm products are 
as low as 30 years ago?” ask Elm- 
quist. “And do you think it is good 
business to impose the highest freight 
rates ever known at this time?

CHANGED; BRAND'S 
CHANGESIMPROVED 


‘House and Senate Com- 


mittees Amend Reappor- 
tionment Measure; Fight 
on Floor Seen. 


Representative Charles A. Brand, 
of the “old” eighth district, who had 
been pitted against Representative 
Carl Vinson in the new tenth congres- 
sional district, was given a decided ad- 
vantage by the house committee on re- 
apportionment Thursday night when 
it amended a subcommittee bill by 
adding to the new tenth the counties 
of Franklin, Elbert, Hart and Madi- 


son. 

All four counties, under the sub- 
committee report, had been left out 
of the new district into which Judge 
Brand's home county of Clarke had 
been transferred. Members of the 
full committee, complaining at the 
subcommittee action, had contened 
that Vinson had been given the edge 
in the rearrangement. 

The change in the tenth was. the 
principal alteration made _ by the 
house and senate committees, in sep- 
arate sessions, to the report of the 
subcommittee. There were three oth- 
er changes, two of which were ap- 
proved by both house and senate com- 
mittees, but all were relatively unim- 
portant. 

The two committees changed the 
subcommittee report by transferring 
Toombs from the new first to the new 
sixth and Upson from the new third 
to the new fourth. The rearrange 
ment did not change the pitting of 
Representative Rutherford, who has 
been in the old sixth, against Repre- 
sentative Larsen, who has been in 
the old twelfth. 

The house committee voted to 
change Muscogee, which had been re- 
tained by the subcommittee in the 
fourth, to the new third and to add 
Rockdale, placed by the subcommittee 
in the tenth, into the rearranged 
fifth, composed of Fulton, Campbell, 
DeKalb and Rockdale. 

State Representative L. Thomas 
Gillen, of Bibb, author of one of the 
plans before the committee, protested 
the adoption of the, subcommittees re- 
which placed Representative 
Larsen in the sixth district with the 
incumbent. Representative Ruther- 
ford. A floor fight on this district 
was foreshadowed as a result of the 
committee fight. 

The fight against adding four north- 
ern Georgia counties to the tenth dis- 
trict was made by Representative 
John Lewis, of Hancock.

International plans for financial re- 
lief to (Germany took a sudden turn 
yesterday when it was announced by 
Premier Laval at Paris that a con- 
ference would be held there Saturday. 
Those attending the conference will in- 
clude Chancellor Bruening and For- 
eign Minister Curtius, of Germany, 
as well as Secretary Stimson and Ar- 
thur Henderson. 

Although the French announcement 
left the proposed conference in Lon- 
don Monday in some doubt, prepara- 
tions for it were being made by the 
British government. 

President Hoover yesterday after- 
noon requested Secretary Mellon to go 
to London for the conference Monday. 

Chancellor Bruening and Foreign 
Minister Curtius announced at Ber- 
lin they would go to Paris, probably 
Friday night. Plans for entertaining 
Prime Minister MacDonald and For- 
eign Secretary Henderson in Berlin 
were cancelled, 

Foreign exchange markets in New 
York were demoralized during the 
day, but security markets improved 
and nervous tension relaxed. Wall 
Street was reassured by yesterday's 
developments and stocks rallied. 


D-| LAVAL CALLS STATESMEN 


TO PARIS CONFERENCE 
BY ARNO DOSCH-FLEUROT. 

PARIS, July 16.—(?)—A confer- 
ence of major statesmen, which will 
include Chancellor Heinrich Bruening 
and Foreign Minister Curtius, of Ger- 
many, will be held here Saturday to 
discuss Germany’s financial situation, 
it was announced tonight by Premier 
Laval. 

Secretary of State Henry L. Stim- 
son, of the United States, and For- 
eign Minister Arthur Henderson, of 
Great Britain, will participate in the 
conference which, according to Pre- 


mier Laval’s announcement, will dis- 
cuss the question of financial guaran- 
tees for credit to be extended to Ger- 
many and also “measures of political 
achievement.” 

The announcement that the confer- 
ence would be held Saturday was made 
by Premier Laval through a commu- 
nique issued following a session of 
the French cabinet this afternoon. The 
cabinet meeting lasted three hours and 
followed an earlier conference this 
morning which Secretary Stimson and 
Mr. Henderson attended. 

Premier Laval made it clear that 
the plan for financial aid to Germany 
which will be discussed is a “French

An opening bid of the one notrump 
should rarely be made when you are 
vulnerable. It should never be made 
if the hand offers an alternative bid. | 
Contrary to general impression, the | 
bid has almest no advantages but it) 
has many disadvantages as compared | 
with an Opening suit bid, even with) 
a rather weak four-card suit. | 
At Auction, where the partner's | 
strength was concealed, the bid of one | 
was a powerful weapon 
which was apt to put the opponents 
at a disadvantage, as Fourth Hand, 
with no knowledge of Third Hand's 
strength or weakness, might be forced 
to make a weak lJead-directing bid, 
which sometimes could be heavily pen- 
alized. At Contract, however, Fourth | 
Hand always knows the situation be- 
cause Third Hand has either made a/ 
strong bid, shutting him out, or has | 
passed, in which case, the game is au- | 
tomatically saved. Consequently, the 
bid of one notrump rarely leads to | 
penalties. 
On the contrary, it has the follow- | 
ing disadvantages: 
1—If partner should have a very poor | 
hand, it usually results in a pen-| 
alty ranging anywhere from 300 |

2—It fails to disclose one’s suit to! 
partner and consequently does not 
afford him as much assistance in | 
determining the proper declara- |

3—It tends to shut out partner as it) 
is possible to respond with much 
weaker hands to a suit bit of one! 
than to a bid of notrump. For) 
instance, with an Ace and a King 
in different suits, a bid of one, 
notrump in response to a suit bid 
of one is absolutely sound: on | 
the other hand, to raise partner's 
one notrump to two notrump, at) 
least an Ace, a King and a Queen 
is required, and even with this 
holding the result is very apt to 
prove unsatisfactory.
